South Laurelton is in the far reaches of Queens, a 
sparsely settled neighborhood. It is one of the few 
locations in New York City where wild flowers may be 
picked in the spring and fall in extensive open fields. 
Most of the homes are along Rockaway Boulevard, 
from Southern Parkway to Springfield Boulevard. The 
homes are one and two-family houses, mostly frame. 
Population growth in the 1930-1940 decade was 
nearly 40 per cent. The new Jamaica Bay Airport will 
cover a large part of the vacant land north of the Bay.
